TELEGRAPH “AND 
RADIO LINK NEW 
MINING CENTRE

A new telegraphic service, ope- 
rated on a short wave wireless sys- 
tem, to Val d'Or, a thriving mining 
town in Northern Quebec, was an- 
nounced by D. E. Galloway, Assistant 
Vice-President of the Canadian Nat- 
ional Telegraphs. The short wave 
service extends to Val d'Or from the 
telegraph wire head at Amos, ait- 
unte about 60 miles north. By the 
opening of this service, Val d'or, 
with its population of more than 3,- 
000° people and its various mine ex- 
ecutives, will be brought into direct 
contact with the outside world and 
the various market centres. 

Considered to be one of the future 
mining centres of Northern Quebec 
and with a steadily growing popula- 
tion, the problem of establishing di- 
rect telegrapnic service was a diffi- 
cult one. The ruggeq nature of the 
intervening territory. made the con- 
struction of a telegraph line almost 
prohibitive in cost, but eventually the 
construction difficulties were over- 
come by the establishment of short 
wave stations at the wire and at Val 8 
d'Or. Recent tests show that we 
wireless is functioning perfectly, and 
that its facilities are ideal for tue 
transmission of world-wide tele- 
graphic communication.

On consumption is seven times as 
great at 55 miles an Hour as at 30 
miles an hour. This is, we suppose, 
vo concern of à person who starts 
out on a trip at eighty miles or more 
per hour.

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Increasing Number of Corn Borers 
Merits Attention 


A very marked increase in the 
zorn borer population this year has 
been reported. While the actual num- 
ber of corn borers may not be very 
detrimental to the corn crop at pre- 
sent, the rate of increase noted last 
seosen will soon bring about a return 
of serious conditions if continued. It 
is, therefore, of the utmost import- 
ance that all control measures pos- 
sible should be utilized in order that 
the number of borers which survive 
to make next season's population may 
be kept to a minimum. These contro! 
nieasures have been widely publishec 
and should be followed closely. 

The growing of a corn crop under 
conditions of corn borer infestation 
will be influenced by two factors. 
namely, the choice of variety 97 
strain and the time of planting. In 
tests conducted at the Dominion Ex- 
derimentel Station, Harrow, during 
‘he past six years, n has ben found 
shat varieties and strains of corn 
having a good sturdy stalk are the 
dest able to withstang corn borer in- 
‘estation. The time of planting “as 
also been found to influence the num- 
ber of borers present, since, when 
planting has been delayed until about 
June 1, a considerable reduction in 
| the infestation has been observed. By 
further delaying the time of planting 
until about June 10th, a further re- 
‘duction in corn borer numbers was 
noted. In conjunction with this prac- 
ce of delaying the date of planting 
orn. the fact. must also be remember- 
ad that st of corn which are suit- 
able for planting at the normal] time 
may not be plan too late without 
increasing the hazard of failure to 
properly mature before frost. In orJer 
to delay planting after June Ist, it 
would appear necessary to use an 
earlier-maturing strain under most 
conditions. 

From these observations it would 
appear very important to practice ri- 
id control measures and to use good 
judgment in the matter of choice of 
strain to be used and the time at 
which it should be planted to best ad- 
vantage. *

In the Shanghai market, Great 
Britain and Germany are the leading 
sources of supply for animal glues 
while Argentine also supplies the 
market, with France furnishing «a 
lower grade article. The Shanghai 
market accounted for 49.6 per cent 
of tne total imports of glue into 
China, during 1935. Japanese Mues 
are sold in North China. The prin- 
cipal consuming industries are match 
factories, textiles, Chinese ink mak, 
ers and the furniture and carpentry 
trades.
